Waste management 
services director Cathe¬ 
rine Habermebl said the 
aim is to make it conven¬ 
ient for residents to prop¬ 
erly and safely dispose of 
their household hazard¬ 
ous waste. 

“Really it’s about con¬ 
venience to the consum¬ 
er, to the customer,” Hab¬ 
ermebl said. 

She said the region 
wanted to make sure 
that no resident had to 
drive more than 25 kilo¬ 
metres to access a drop¬ 
off depot. She also said 
that the program will in¬ 
crease the hours per year 
for residents to dispose of 


their hazardous waste to 
more than 5,000, instead 
of just 117. 

Habermebl said it’s im¬ 
portant that people do 
bring in their household 
hazardous wasteforprop- 
er disposal — items such 
as aerosol cans contain¬ 
ing hazardous substanc¬ 
es, antifreeze, batteries, 
propane barbecue tanks, 
corrosive cleaners, ferti¬ 
lizers, paint and gasoline, 
among others—for envi¬ 
ronmental and economic 

“These are hazardous 
materials, they contain 
volatile chemicals and 
if they are disposed im¬ 
properly there could be 
potential harm to the col- 


lector, if they get into the 
blue bin potential harm 
to the people working on 
the sorting line,” Haber¬ 
mebl said. 

Improper disposal of 
household hazardous 

ers, lawns and landfill 
sites is illegal under a 
region waste manage¬ 
ment bylaw.

Summer Games good 
goal for Niagara 


W hile Niagara was hosting 
the water events for 
the Pan Am Games last summer, 
Toronto 2015 Games chairman David 
Peterson mused about Toronto 
— and parts of Ontario, including 
Niagara — bidding to host the 2028 
Summer Olympics. 

At the time, we supported his call 
as something at the very least worth 
pursuing, and possibly as something 
that would have great long-term 
benefit for Niagara. 

It might lead to improvements at 
the Henley Island rowing facility and 
the paddling centre on the Welland 
recreational canal. Other events 
would probably be held elsewhere. 

Of course, history shows that 
hosting the Olympics brings with 
it an enormous price tag that can 
cripple an economy and leave a 
country with world-class sports 
facilities it has little use for once the 
two-week party is over. 

People like Peterson are hard¬ 
wired to dream big. But would he 
have been so enthusiastic if he was 
still premier of Ontario and on the 
hook for the bill? 

Now comes word that a much 
more realistic dream could be within 
reach — for Niagara to host the 2021 
Canada Summer Games. 

If the bid was made and it was 
successful, the rewards would still 
be great. Proponents estimate the 
Games could pump as much as $100 
million into the Niagara economy, 
through investments and spending 
by visitors. 

The risk, though, would be only a 
fraction of that the Olympics would 


Nothing is for certain yet. 

While Ontario has been awarded 
the right to host the 16-day 
event, the process for regions or 
municipalities to bid for them has 
only just begun. 

The Niagara Sport Commission, 
which is leading the effort, is still 
feeling out municipalities across 
the region for support. 

Commission CEO Bram Cotton 
said this week "my hope is that 
we can get the mayors and the 
regional politicians to stand up and 
say, 'You know what, we want the 
Games. It’s our time."' 

Mayor Walter Sendzik estimated 
it would cost $30 million to host 
the 2021 Games, and that includes 
funding from the provincial and 
federal governments. 

Throw in sponsorships and 
contributions and the cost to 
Niagara would appear to be quite 
reasonable. 

The prize would be not only the 
revenue the host community would 
receive, but also the improved 
facilities that would remain after 
the athletes leave. 

At the national level, sports like 
baseball, cycling, soccer and track 
and field all require top-grade 
fields with fan-friendly seating 
areas. At first glance, that alone 
makes the Games a prize worth 
chasing. And the Henley and 
Welland water sites would probably 
still receive upgrades. 

It’s still early and maybe further 
investigation will reveal this isn’t 
such a promising proposition. But 
from where we sit now, we say go 
for it, Niagara.

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It’s time to have end-of-life conversation 


M y wife and I 

recently saw our 
primary care physician 
for one of our follow-up 
visits. We’re lucky - our 
physician is a very good 
listener but also asks good 
and sometimes challenging 
questions. 

Such as, have you two made 
any decisions and plans for 
end-of-life care? I confessed 
rather sheepishly that we 
were working on it, which 
is to say we hadn’t. That 
this is an important bit of 
homework and conversa¬ 
tion we should all do was 
highlighted by the recent 
bombshell and challenge 
from the Supreme Court 
of Canada handed down 
recently which requires the 
Government of Canada and 
the medical profession to 
get their acts together about 
assisted suicide and end-of- 
life planning in general. 
Thinking locally, these are 
issues, which should be dis¬ 
cussed publicly - perhaps 
using the InfoHealth format, 



working through our library, 
or perhaps one of our local 
churches could take the 

The fear of many 
Canadians is that at the 
end of our lives we will 
lose control of the process 
and needless, painful 
procedures and treatments 
will be foisted on us and 
prolong our suffering 
without our consent (or 
the consent of whoever's 
legally empowered to 
make those decisions on 
our behalf). That's not 
only a common fear, but 
in my view and experience 
an entirely understandable 
and well-founded fear. 

In the U.S. for example, in 
the last month of life, one 


in two patients ends up in 
an emergency room, one 

care unit and one in five 
has some sort of surgery, 
some or all of which may 
have been well intended, 
but which for some 
patients, simply prolongs 
the agony for what should 
be a peaceful, comfortable 
transition with family and 
friends present and the 
medical profession well in 
the background. 

There’s no reason to 
think that those figures 
for Medicare patients 
in the U.S. would differ 
much from the Canadian 
experience. When we die, 

I suspect we would all like 
to die as my father-in-law 
did, in his own home, sur¬ 
rounded by his wife and 
immediate family with 
nary a white coat or green 
outfit in sight. But except 
for hospice care, that’s not 
what happens for most 
Canadians. 

The problem is that many 
Canadians haven’t talked 


the issue out with their 
spouse, family members 
and physician and don’t 
have advance care direc¬ 
tives in place. And in 
any case, those advance 
directives in Canada have 
little practical clout when 
it comes to changing the 
trajectory of our care in the 
ER or ICU. Either the direc¬ 
tive isn't available, or too 
vaguely written to cover all 
the nuances of resuscita¬ 
tion and ventilator support 
or whatever other health 
care issues arise near the 
end of life. 

Here there’s an important 
difference with patients 
south of the border where 
most states have now 
enacted Physician (or 
Medical) Orders for Life- 
Sustaining Treatment 
(POLST or MOLST). These 
orders, signed by a physi¬ 
cian, are binding on physi¬ 
cian care in the ER and ICU 
and specifically state which 
forms of life support are 
accepted or rejected. The 
forms must be completed 


by a physician and signed 
by the patient or whoever’s 
legally charged with making 
decisions for the patient. 
The form is brightly colored 

near the front door of the 
home of the patient. It goes 
with the patient wherever 
he or she goes. Not a bad 
idea because these orders 
override any orders in the 
ERorICU. 

Even so, many physicians 
remain very conservative 
when it comes to end-of-life 
issues for their patients, 
and without those forms 
in place, those who make 
those all important deci¬ 
sions in the ER and ICU, too 
often default to doing what¬ 
ever prolongs life. 

Several recent surveys have 
shown that the very physi¬ 
cians, who are so aggressive 
at prolonging life for others, 
don't seem to want that for 
themselves or their family 

Strikes me as hypocrisy, 
wouldn't you say? 

Then there's the matter 


of assisted suicide, which 
few Canadian physicians 
support or want to get 
involved in partly because 
their default setting is to do 
whatever’s necessary to pro¬ 
long life. Unfortunately this 
is especially so in the very 
places where patients and 
families in the last stages of 
their life fear to tread, the 
ER and ICU. And with few 
exceptions, governments in 
North America are unwill¬ 
ing to intervene. 

The game-changer this time 
around is that the Supreme 
Court of Canada mandates 
just such a discussion, 
hopefully leading to real 
reform to better meet the 
needs of the public. 

Have you had any of these 
conversations with your 
spouse, family, physician 
or lawyer? Are you inter¬ 
ested in a public forum 
on the subject? If so, let 
your MP and MPP or your 
local parish know. It’s time 
to have this conversation 
locally, where it counts, 
don’t you think?

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Region wants public to weigh in on long-term care homes 


Niagara Region is gathering 
public input regarding 
redevelopment of its long-term 
care homes. 

Plans are being developed to 
replace three of the Region’s eight 
long-term care facilities that do not 
comply with new provincial building 
standards, including Gilmore Lodge 


in Fort Erie, Upper Canada Lodge in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and Linhaven 
in St. Catharines. 

To gather information about 
Niagara residents' priorities and 
preferences for how and where 
long-term care services are 
delivered, a telephone survey will 
begin Tuesday. 


Conducted by public opinion 
research firm Pollara, the survey 
will run until the end of the month. 
The company will also conduct a 
series of focus groups. 

A similar online survey, open to 
anyone interested in participating, 
will be available atniagararegion.ca 
by the end of next week. 


Public input will be used to 
assist the Region's long-term care 
redevelopment task force as it 
develops options for replacing the 
three facilities. 

The surveys and focus groups 
will build on consultations that 
regional staff and task force 
members have been undertaking 


with other service providers, 
community partners and 
stakeholders. 

Results of the research will assist 
in development of service delivery 
options, including potential 
partnerships with private or not- 
for-profit organizations to deliver a 
range of on-site services.

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InfoHealth session discusses quality of health care

It was a full house to hear 
about the quality of health 
care in Canada, discussed at 
the recent InfoHealth lecture 
at the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Public Library. 

The presentation was given 
by Dr. Ryan Chadwick, a first- 
year medical student with 
Michael G. DeGroote School 
of Medicine, McMaster Uni¬ 
versity, Niagara Regional cam¬ 


pus in St Catharines. 

In defining what is meant 
by quality, Chadwick began by 
identifying it to include health 
outcomes, patient experience, 
and value. 

While value istheeasiestto 
measure, it’s not a simple mat¬ 
ter of dollars, he said. 

Chadwick compared the 
difficulty of measuring the 
cost of health care as the dif¬ 
ference between a fast food 
outlet and a French restau- 


Tf you take a special date 
to a fast food oudet, you may 
not get the results you want” 
Chadwick also pointed 
out that in health outcomes, 
Canada is only slightly ahead 
of the U.S.; however, both 
rank well below other coun¬ 
tries, indicating we have 
much to learn. 

“Given improvements in 
the last number of years we 
could leam a good deal from 
what the United Kingdom 
has done,” he said. 


When it comes to patient 
experience, wait times seem 
to get a good deal of attention. 
Sharing a list of various fac¬ 
tors for wait times, Chadwick 
showed that cost is rarely a 
major issue. 

What Chadwick identified 
as a major deficit of patient 

the topic few want to really 
address. The reality is mis¬ 
takes happen, and patients 
need to ask questions about 


In his summary Chadwick 
was not overly optimistic. 

“Canada’s health system 
overspends and underper¬ 
forms. While Canada and 
Ontario are making some 
changes, they are likely insuf¬ 
ficient to make a significant 
difference. Medical research 
has proven to be effective in 
both outcomes and value, yet 
it continues to be significantly 
underfunded." 

During the question and 


Delrue was asked to comment 
on the aging population of 
doctors as compared to qual¬ 
ity of care. A lively discussion 
followed with a description of 
the ongoing examination and 
evaluation process of doctors, 
who must periodically renew 
their license to practice. It was 
noted that in addition to being 
evaluated, after a certain age, 
there are also random audits 
of a doctor’s performance.

Niagara Nature Tour’s 
fourth annual day-time owl 
prowl will be held this week- 

“We have worked very 
hard to find the locations of 
wild owls for us to see, and 
are hoping to see three to 
four native species this year,” 
says Carla Carlson, owner of 
the tour company. The owls 
are found from Niagara West 
through to Fort Erie. 

For the very first Owl Prowl 
in 1998,21 people signed up, 
said Carlson. 

“We saw four species and 
seven owls in total, which 
is fabulous because of how 
secretive they are. Since we 
were able to start conduct¬ 
ing (the owl prowls) again in 
2013, at least 327 people have 
seen five to six species and on 
one memorable day, 13 indi¬ 
vidual owls. In the past we 
have seen eastern screech, 
northern saw-whet, snowy, 
long-eared, short-eared and 
a great horned owl on her 

Carlson says several NOTL 
residents have reported hear¬ 
ing great homed owls singing 
at this time of year. The owls 
are very territorial, she says, 
and almost any woodlot or 
forested area should have a 


pair of great homed owls, the 
mother sitting on her nest. 
They are most likely to be 
heard at dusk, and provide an 
opportunity for residents to 
find their nest - but should be 
very careful not to disturb the 
mother or she could abandon 
her eggs. 

Scouts are on the look-out 
for owls in NOTL and other 
areas, and although she isn't 
promising anything, she 
hopes to have found a pair of 
great-horned owls to include 
in the prowl this weekend. 

A lot of work goes into 
organizing an owl prowl and 
many hours over months are 
put in ahead of time scout¬ 
ing for the owls, says Carl¬ 
son, so that on the day of the 
prowl, there is a good chance 
at actual sightings. 

“And this time of year is 
a good time to see the owls. 
The leaves are off the trees, 
the birds are out flying and 
hunting and some are sit¬ 
ting in nest boxes. If we are 
lucky we’ll see a great homed 
owl sitting on her nest. It’s 
the right time of the year 
as believe it or not they’ve 
already bred and laid their 
eggs." 

Riding in a motor coach 
with a washroom and com¬ 
fortable seats, says Carlson, 
the group will be escorted by 
Marcie Jacklin from Fort Erie, 


an internationally recognized 
local birder explaining about 
Niagara’s owls. Entertaining 
participants with owl songs,

There 
will also be a draw for four 
people to go to Vineland's 
Owl Foundation during their 
annual donor tours in the

Pilot project will aid 
tender fruit growers 


Applications are now being 
accepted for a pilot project that 
will see up to 130,000 tender 
fruit trees planted in Niagara. 

The Friends of the Greenbelt 
Foundation and Ontario Tender 
Fruit Growers have launched an 
initiative intended to provide a 
financial boost to area growers 
while helping to strengthen the 
tender fruit industry. 

The project, which includes 
work with government and 
industry partners and a 
$400,000 investment from the 
foundation, aims to help the 
region produce new and better 
tender fruit varieties. 

The foundation's support 
provides eligible growers with 


25 per cent of the cost of each 
tender fruit tree. 

Planting will begin this spring 
and produce is expected to 
reach the market as early as 
summer 2019. 

Friends of the Foundation says 
after three to four years, that 
harvest from up to 500 acres 
of new trees will add about $4 
million to Ontario's economy. 

Applications are available at 
www.ontariotenderfruit.ca by 
clicking on the Growers section. 

They will also be available at 
the Ontario Fruit and Vegetable 
Convention Feb. 17 and 18 at the 
Scotiabank Convention Centre in 
Niagara Falls.

Region leaders 
confident Niagara 
will be included in 
expansion

Niagara’s political leaders say 

they hope for an announce¬ 
ment regarding GO train ex¬ 
pansion to the region by the 
end of June. 

Confident it has presented a 
comprehensive business case 
to see full-time rail service in¬ 
troduced locally, the working 
group behind the plan antici¬ 
pates Niagara being included 
in thenextroundofGO Transit 
expansion projects.

tion is being assembled by the 
province priortoits 2016 budg¬ 
et deliberations. 

“We believe our business 
case is solid, and our goal is to 
have Niagara included in the 
next wave of GO expansion — 


all the way from Stoney Creek 
to Niagara Falls.” 

He said 2017 is “when we’d 
like to see trains chugging 
down the tracks.” 

With GO service already 
available in Niagara Falls dur¬ 
ing summer months, Caslin 
said infrastructure is in place 
to accommodate full-time 

While upgrades to stations 
are likely needed, it will be up 
to the province to determine 


forthe commuter servicetobe 
successful, he said. 

It’s estimated in the busi¬ 
ness case that it will be about 
twoyearsbetween the time the 
green light is given for the ex- 
pansionandthetimewhenthe 
Niagara line—including com¬ 
muter stops inNiagaraFalls,St 
Catharines and Grimsby—is 
fully operational 

Itwill include seven trains in 
and seven trains out of St Ca¬ 
tharines eachday.Twoofthose 
trains will travel past the Gar¬ 
den City to Niagara Falls and 
back daily. 

Both political leaders and 
regional staff remain in regu¬ 


lar contact with the Ministry 
of Transportation to contin¬ 
ue lobbying for the expansion, 
Caslin said. 

“They have assured us, 
time and time again, that 
(the business case) is in the 
centre of their desk, not at 
the side of their desk, and 
has their full attention,” he 

With Niagara Region com¬ 
mitting a total of $40 million 
to the project in 2016 and 
2017, local dollars are cov¬ 
ering one-third of the esti¬ 
mated $100 million to $120 
million expansion cost. 

In the “grand scheme of 
things, it’s notamajoraskcom- 
pared to other asks,” Niagara 
Falls Mayor Jim Diodati said. 

“It’stheNo.lunanimousask 
of half a million people, and 
we're puttingathirdofthe cost 
into the game. It just makes a 


nesswisefortheprovincetode- 

liveronthisone.” 

Diodati has heard from peo- 


er service whosayridership in¬ 
cludes a substantial number of 
Niagarans. 


“If you go to the Burlington 
train stations and look at the 
cars in the lot, the majority of 
them are from Niagara when 
you look at the dealership 
plates,” he said. 

Frustration with the lack of 
daily rail service in the region 
has been expressedbythepub- 
lic, Diodati said, adding quali¬ 
ty of life is affected by lengthy 
commuter times experienced 
bythousands of residents. 

“IFsbeyondtimethatNiaga- 
ragets included andintegrated 
into this transportationsystem 
of the province,” he said. 

A 2011 Ministry of Trans¬ 
portation survey indicated in 
a 24-hour period, more than 
50,000peoplemake the tripin 
andoutofNiagara,with8,600 
people going daily from Nia¬ 
gara to Hamilton, said Matt 
Robinson, the Region’s as¬ 
sociate director of corporate 
communications and inter¬ 
governmental affairs. 

An additional 7,500 people 
travelfromNiagaratoHalton, 
Peel and Toronto, he said. 

Similar numbers, he said, 
are shown coming back to 
Niagara each day.
